CINEMA'S APPEAL AGAINST 


FINES. gá 

Judge Davitt gave his reserved judgment 
in the case of Thompson v. the Irish 
Kinematograph Company, in which the latter 
appealed against the decision of the District 
Justice, who had imposed’  fínes in “espect of 
twelve summonses for alleged failure to have 
admision “tickets torn or ‘to have tickets so 
torn handed back to the parties. ' 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., for the appellants, had 
raised three points—(1) that. the proprietor 
was not liable under the section of the Act; 
(2) that it was not in accordance with the 
Act to make a person liable for handing 
back the tickets; that the Act dealt only 
with the defacing of the tickets, and that’ in 
this case the tickets had been defaced though 
not handed back; and (3) that the tickets 
could be handed back any. time during the 
performance. ' : ! 

Judge Davitt said that on consideration of 
these: points he came to the conclusion that, 
owing to the form. of the Act, the proprietor 
was the person Jiable, and even. if. he dele- 
gated it to an assistant he would still be 
liable.. Secondly, ‘he, held that the handing 
back of the ticket to the person who entered 
made the person who entered. part of the 
means by which the tickets would be properly 
torn. erefore, he was. of opinion” on this 
point ‘that it was part.of the ‘offence. As 
to the question: of being able to give back 
tickets at “any period oí “the performance, 
he thonght that it meant before the person 
took his seat or entered the premises. 

As to the two tickets. that were not torn 
there was no evidence that these were issued 
to anybody. He agreed that there was no 
direct evidence of these having been used, 
although there was some substantial evidence.

ATTRIBUTED TO SPARKS FROM 
ENGINE.

It was stated that the meadows were in 
two fields, covering about 14 acres, which had 
not been stocked for some four years, and 
consisted of old sedge grass.

Jt was a fine afternoon, with @ 
slight breeze, dnd two trains had passed the 
lands between two and three o'clock, ~The 
Circuit Judge dismissed the application of the 
grounds that the evidence of the fire having 
been. caused by’sparks from the engines was 
insufficient, and, further, that the plaintiff 
had suffered no damage, as the proper thing 
to. have done .with a meadow of the kind 
would have been to burn it.

ENGINE DRIVER EXONERATED 
AT DUBLIN INQUEST. 


A verdict of “accidental death’’ was 
returned at an inquest in Sir Patrick Dun’s 
‘Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, on the body of 
‘John Coleman (52), of 17 Library road, Kings- 
town, a fitter’s helper, employed by the Great 
Southern Railways Company, who .was 
knocked down by an engine at Upper Grand 
Canal. street,- Dublin, last Friday. The jury 
exonerated” the driver of the engine. 

James’ Byrne, a fire-dropper, said that at 
about 10 o'clock on Friday night he was on 
an engine, which was being driven slowly 
by John Lee out of a shed on the railway 
line at Grand Canal street, He was on the 
footplate and was looking in the opposite 
direction to that in which the engine’ was 
proceeding. He. heard someone shout, and 
on looking round he saw John Coleman lying 
on the ground on his back. His body was 
clear of the raiis, The engine was pulled up 
within five feet. He heard the driver sound 
the whistle on the engine when starting it in 
the shed. He had seen the deceased man in 
the shed about twenty minutes before the 
accident. There was plenty of light in the 
shed at the time. 

Joseph Sperrin, an engine fitter, said that 
he noticed Coleman go outside the shed, and 
later he heard a groan near the entrance to 
the shed. He found Coleman lying on his 
back on the ground near the entrance, clear 
of the line. He shouted, and the engine, 
which was. moving slowly out of the shed, 
was stopped. 

Station-Sergeant Reidy, Irishtown Station, 
said that he had examined the éngine and 
could not find any ‘bloodstains. The position 
in which the body was found would indicate 
that the deceased man was trying to pass 
in or out of che shed, and got. caught between 
the cleaner’s platform of the engine and the 
pier of the shed. entrance, which was only 
a distance of about eight inches at this point. 

Dr. G. V. Griffith, house sergeon, said 
that, in his opinion, the body was crushed. 
Nearly all the ribs were.broken, and both 
lungs were. perforated by broken ribs. Death 
was due to shock and haemorrhage, following 
these and abdominal injuries.

When on the 
road near the railway station his attention 
was attracted by a hght which came from the 
direction of the river at Kikcommon, He 
went in that direction.

One of the men, observing him 
threw what appeared to be a salmon into the 
middle of the permanent way, and both «f 
them ran away.

He captured William 
Pollard. who remarked: -“I have been 
caught.” Witness asked him to accompany 
him back to the railway line, where the 
other man was in charge of Guard Manning. 
They brought the defendants to the river, 
and William Pollard pulled out the seven- 
grained EN a Níon from a bank im 
the river, and Joseph produced the handle. 
Witness seized the salmon, and got an order 
for its destruction. It was an unclean 
salmon, caught out of season, and it had not 
spawned at the time. é' 

Justice Price said that it seemed to him 
that this was not the first time that these 
two men had been engaged in poaching. If all 
the summonses, except that of using a light 
and spear to take salmon, had not been 
withdrawn these two men: would "have been 
liable to a minimum fine of £16 each, but 
the summonses having been withdrawn, he 
could reduce the amount considerably. He 
made an order that each. defendant pay a 
fine of £5, to include ‘the costs. The two 
pease appeared to have done véry good 
work.

THE WAR PERIL FOR EUROPE. 


mun 
(By JULES SAUERWEIN.) 


M. Jules Sawerwein, the political 


director of the Paris “ Matin,” 2s one of. 


the most widely read political correspon- 
dents in Europe. 
his personal impressions of the crisis 
which the Fascist régime has reached in 
Italy. 


TALY, after six years of Fascism, is 
rather like an invalid, who has been 
subjected to a very severe régime. 
majority of the country openly or tacitly 
admits the benefits of the treatment, but 


has been inclined to regard himself as 
cured and to ask whether it is necessary 
to submit to the restrictions in their full 
vigour. But the discipline and the re- 
striction of individual liberty, so far from 
being relaxed, are rather tightened. 
Government control of criticism becomes 
more and more sevefe. ' 

The value of the lira is now immutably 
fixed at 80 or 90 to the £, and a paper 
which recéntly dared to speak of 
stabilisation at 100 was forced to retract 
as though it had been guilty of a be- 
trayal of the country. The result is a 
great embarrassment of industry, due to 
the difference between buying and selling 
prices. In order to help industry 
salaries have been lowered and the cost 
of living allowances done away with, to 
the great .disgust .of-workmen and civil 
servants. ' 


400.000 UNEMPLOYED. 


To placate the working-class the cost of 
living has had to be lowered. In spite 
of the most energetic measures, including 
exiles to the Adriatic Isles, this has not 
been possible on any large scale, There 
are about 400,000 unemployed in the 
country, to say nothing of those who do 
no; work more than four days a week, as 
I was able to see for myself in the 
factories of Northern Italy. 

As against the economic difficulties, 
which are the natural result of a policy 
of financial prestige, the Fascist Party 
can take credit for the great work of 
electrification and irrigation and the 
great improvement of the railway ser- 
vices. Nevertheless, I| found on my re- 
cent visit to Italy a great many more dis- 
contented people than a year ago. What 
they say generally.is: ‘‘ We do not deny 
the advantages of the strong discipline 
which has been imposed on us, but why 
has it to be imposed so tyrannically? Is 
it necessary, in order to prevent strikes 
and to secure the smooth working of the 
railways and the telegraph and telephone 
services, to prevent Italians taking their 
holidays abroad? Is it necessary to 
separate several hundred citizens harshly 
from their families and send them to 
semi-savage islands? 

“Is there any need to keep large 
numbers of honest -folk under police 
supervision and,prevent them taking a 
walk im the evening simply because, 
while they fulfil their civic duties, they 
are not willing to hide their thoughts 
and to declare themselves Fascists? In 
a word, is it necessary for the mainten- 
ance of order and to. keep the Italian lira 
25 per cent. hizher than the French franc, 
to deprive Italian citizens of all liberty 
to think, speak and write, and to put 
them under the control of 200,000 militia, 
masters of every’corner of Italy ?™ 


TALY AND GREAT BRITAIN. 


When we read the Italian newspapers, 
instead of finding, as hitherto, a variety 
of opinions which balance each other, we 
find only one—that the Fascist Party is 
always right, that its foreign policy is 
admirable, its economics invulnerable, 
and, consequently, if things are not as 
they should be, it is the fault of the 
foreigner (that is to say, France) who 
refuses Italy her right to world ex- 
pansion. 

Such are the complaints that I heard. 
The population is in a state of ferment, 
Some are moved by the need to increase 
unceasingly their own power and to sub- 
stitute for a free and independent 
spiritual life a daily ration of satisfied 
vanity, and consequently a misrepresenta- 
tion of current events with an exaggera- 
tion of Italy’s part in them. They have 
to create the illusion of continual 
diplomatic successes. Among others, one 
finds a sulky attitude which, as often 
happens, is not turned only against the 
rulers, but against foreigners, and above 
all against France. It cannot: be said 
that the Frenchman is hated or ill- 
treated, but there is an instinctive ten- 
dency to react against us. 

For Fascists France is the country 
where every day, under the smiles of the 
authorities, sheets written in Italian 
make their appearance and attack the 
masters of Italy. For the non-Fascist 
citizen France is a land of liberty, but 
a theoretical admiration for our institu- 
tions is accompanied by a sort of 
malicious envy of our prosperity. To 
complete the sketch, we must not forget 
thata considerable part of the population 
is underfed, and, if hunger provokes 
violence, semi-starvation produces a 
passive state in which the most absurd 
suggestions are adopted. 

It may be asked: Why are the Italians 
not angry with Great Britain? Beeause 
there are not the same sentimental links 
with Great Britain ; she is too far away, 
too different. France, on the other hand, 
is a cousin; at one time they called us 
a sister. Italians still speak of us, not 
without bitterness, as ‘‘ only the little 
sister “— La Piccola Sorella.”’ 


CONFIDENCE IN MUSSOLINI. 


No analysis would be complete which 
did not take account of another senti- 
ent—that of confidence in Mussolini. 
hatever its abuses, the Fascist régime 
is so strongly implanted in the whole of 
italy that one cannot see what might take 
its place. The population suspects any 


. change, being convinced that it would 


mean chaos. Even his adversaries look 
to» the Duce as the only man strong 
enough to save them from all their. 
troubles, even those for which Fascism is 
responsible.

Like the police of Dublin 
and other Irish cities, the Parisian gen- 
darmes are not permitted to drink at cafés 
or bars while on duty; but to serve warm 
wine, which, I am told, has excellent tonic 
properties, would be impracticable here in 
Dublin. The heavy tax on imported light 
wines would be against it, for one thing; 
and mulled beer or stout would be less 
pleasant to drink than warm red or white 
wine. A cup of hot soup, or coffee or tea, 
however, would be welcome to our police 
during cold snaps such as we experienced 
during the week-end. 


Hungry Birds. 


Some details of the Dublin Zoo menu 
appeared recently in these columns. The 
aviary was not mentioned, but the appetite 
of a bird is in some instances a fearsome 
thing compared to its size. Most birds 
will eat their own weight of food in a 
day; the robin easily consumes twice its 
wn weight every twenty-four hours.

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DRIFT OF CONTINENTS. 


WEGENER THEORY EXAMINED 


“The Theory of the Drifting of Continents,’’ 
was the. subject of a paper read by Mr. J. de 
W. Hinch to members of the Engineering. and 
Scientific Association of Ireland, at University 
College, Dublin, last night. 

In permo-carboniferous times, Mr. Hinch 
said, there existed in the Southern Hemisphere 
a great Continent known to the geographer 
and geologist as Gondwanaland. It consisted 
of South America, South Africa, Peninsular 
India, Australia and Antarctica. The most 
interesting features of this older Continent 
are the traces of a great glaciation, as shown 
by the striated and polished rock surfaces and 
the striated boulders in the glacial till. 

This southern glaciation covered, an immense 
area, many times greater than that covered 
by the ice-sheet. of the Jast. glaciation in 
Northern Europe, and several theories, more 
or less plausible, were advanced to explain 
its origin. The. most popular one was a 
shifting of the axis of the earth so that the 
South Pole was placed: in the Indian Ocean 
and the North Pole somewhere in Mexico. 


OLDER THEORY REVIVED. 
Recently Dr. Wegener brought forward an

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| A Useful Little Book. 


Since the present session of Dail Eireann 
began it has been a common thing to see 
deputies of all parties consulting a little 
book in dark cloth binding. This is the 
first issue of the “Oireachtas Companion,”’ 
produced by Mr. William J. Flynn, a 
well-known Irish journalist, now on the 
Oireachtas “ Hansard’’ staff, who had 
many years’ experience in the Press 
Gallery of the Imperial Parliament. It 
is designed more or less on the same lines 
as ’s Parliamentary Companion, and 
undoubtedly is an essential volume for all 


affairs. 

In addition to exhaustive electoral 
statistics in connection with the last two 
general elections—full details of the 
various Departments of State, explanations 
of the work of committees, commissions, 
the Post Office, the Army, the Civic 
Guard, and many other matters—there 
is a complete list of legislation enacted, 
lists of judges and all public officials. 
Valuable information is given also with 
reference ‘to the Imperial Parliament, the 
Northern Parliament, and Dominion 
Parliaments overseas.

The Inniskillings’ Badge. 


The announcement that the Dépdt of the 
Royal Ulster,Constabulary will be located 
in Enniskillen Military Barracks has 
caused some newspapers to fall into the 
error that itiis the Castle Barracks that 
have been taken over 
for the purpose of the 
dépét, and that it is 
from this Castle that 
the Inniskillings get 
their badge. The 
Castle Barracks are 
to be purchased by 
the Urban Council 
and preserved as an 
ancient monument, as 
here there are the 
ancient water gate, 
and the old castle, or 
central building, dat- 
ing back to the 
thirteenth century. 
The castle turrets were built about the end 
of the sixteenth or beginning of the 
seventeenth century. 

This building has nothing to do with 
the Inniskilling regimental badges. The

The Pilgrim's Progress. 


Since John Bunyan’s tercentenary is 
being celebrated this year, new editions of 
‘The Pilgrim’s Progress’’ are pouring 
forth. A correspondent says—I bought 
recently for a few shillings a copy of the 
Irish translation published by John 
Robertson and Company, Dublin, in 1837, 
under the title Turus an Chriosduighe, at 
the original price of eighteenpence. The 
translator seems to have been an English- 
man, who had Jearnt Irish, and his work 
appears to have been corrected for publica- 
tion by members of the Trish Society. His 
dedication “fo the people of Ireland ”’ 
appears in quaint, ungrammatical, cordial 
terms, and evidently is printed as he 
wrote it, without correction. The book 
runs to 95 pages, and carries the narrative 
only as far as the martrydom of Faithful.

AS it Huish, or some other wreck of 
humanity in Stevenson’s ‘‘ Ebb 
Tide,’’ whose musings:on his happier youth 
brought memory of the warm hue. of 
violins and the flashing movement of the 
players’ bows at an orchestral concert ? 
Why is the violin so often a focus of 
sentiment? Violins, when you study them 
coldly, are queer-looking things: strangely- 
shaped boxes, with long necks, strung with 
lengths of gut. Their beauty may be said 
to reside in two attributes—the one perfect 
fitness for their purpose, and the other 
association with those beautiful singing 
sounds which we know can be drawn from 
them. 
Craftsmanship in highest degree is seen 
in the construction of a good violin. Never. 


was there a prouder craft than that of the) 


old luthiers, as the violin-makers were 
called in their best days. Its period of 
greatest glory is that which contains the 
work of the famous luthier-families of 
Cremona, the Amatis and Ptradivaris, 
with the Guarnieris as a third. These 
perfected violin design aná construction. 

What was it, however, that they carried 
towards perfection? What was the 
previous evolution of this instrument from 
its most primitive form? At some time 
or other, far back in the human story, it 
must have begun with the discovery. that a 
tautened string, made to vibrate, emits a 
note, and that the note is more resonant 
when the string is stretched over a hollow 
box. Between that beginning and the 
model on which the Amatis improved the 
stages are marked but imperfectly in 
record and tradition. 


A LOST SECRET. 


Out of the mists of the middle ages 
issues this curious instrument, concerning 
which (speaking broadly) all that we know 
is that any alteration of its shape or 
details destroys its essential qualities of 
sound-production. At least, that may be 
said of it after the.Cremona craftsmen had 
given it their perfecting touches. 

A body bellied in a particular degree to 
contain a particular quantity of air; made 
elastic by a shaping of its ribs, and cut 
with vents of a special form, their placing 
carefully judged; its table and its back 
connected by a small post that must be 
fixed precisely in one position in relation 
to a bridge that holds the strings a certain 
distance away from the table; made of a 
particular kind of wood varnished in a 
special way—if these essentials are not 
fulfilled, the result is something different 
from the violin as we expect to have it. 

The varnish alone out of these factors 
probably has not a vital influence; it is 
doubted now, in face of long tradition, 
whether the vanished secret of the 
Cremona varnish was of real consequence. 
It is said that Stradivari’s recipe for 
varnish was inscribed on the fly-leaf of a 
family Bible, and that his descendant 
Giacomo Stradivari destroyed it, preserv- 
ing, however, a secret copy for the use of 
any future member of the family who 
should seek to continue the association of 
the Stradivari name with the craft of 
violin-making. 


‘NEW LAMPS FOR OLD.” 


The great Stradivari made more than a 
thousand instruments. More than five 
hundred of his violins are known to be in 
existence to-day, Some that were known 
have gone temporarily out of sight: for 
instance, that which the celebrated 


violinist Ysaye gil, and lost at St.” 


Petersburg in 1908, When it was stolen 
from the artists” room of a concert hall. 
Almost -« century earlier the violinist-com- 
poser Spohr lost a: precious Guarnierius, 
which had been presented to him by a 
Russian enthusiast. The portmanteau 
containing it was stolen from the coach in 
which he was travelling towards Paris, 
and it was never traced again. Poor 
Spohr lost his Paris engagements in 
consequence. 

There is romance in the story of the 
bringing to market of the fine old Italian 
violins. One Luigi Tarisio is the chief 
figure in it, He started life as an humble 
Italian carpenter, who plied a house-to- 
house trade in the villages of his native 
province. Somehow he became aware of 
the great worth of the old violins which 
he saw in many of the cottages. Some of 
them he bought at lumber prices; others 
he got in exchange for shining new 
instruments out of his own pack. “New 
lamps for old.” Visiting convents and 
other institutions, he added to his stock. 
When he had a sufficient collection off Le 
went to Paris, there to spread bis 
treasures before the dealers. As he fed 
it, so did the demand. for off Italian 
instruments increase and his gains grew in 
proportion. 


HIDDEN TREASURE, 


Like a true countryman, when he made 
money he bought a farm of his own. He 
settled, however, in his old age at Milan. 
When he died, in 1854, the floor over a 
small restaurant, where he had rooms, 
was found to be chocked up with a store 
of more than 200 violins, ’cellos and violas. 
His kinsfolk got not only his fortune of 
500,000 francs (representing his profits in 
violin-dealing for twenty years), but also 
a huge sum paid by a Paris dealer and 
maker, named J. V. Vuillaume, for the 
instruments found in his attic and for five 
violins which hid been hidden away at 
his farm in Novara, 

Among these five was the famous 
‘* Messia ” Stradivarius, which he had 
bought in 1824 and concealed for thirty 
years—the best of all Stradivari’s 
instruments, in perfect condition, never 
played on since it was acquired by the 
noble family from which Tarisio got it. 
Vuillaume preserved it in a glass case in 
his shop, and later it was sold for £2,000. 

Vuillaume himself made fine instru- 
ments, but nobody wanted Vuillaumes ; his 
customers all went to bim for old Italian 
violins. He decided at length to do his 
best to please them. Producing numerous 
copies of one of his best Italian models, 
he placed facsimile Stradivarius labels 
inside them—and his customers were 
delighted to get such treasures. There 
was disappointment for many of them 
afterwards: Vuillaume took to baking the 
wood to hasten the appearance of age, and 
after a while the instruments so treated 
fell to pieces. 

Violins that have become esteemed by 
experts were made in Dublin in the early 
years of the nineteenth century by Thomas 
Perry, of Anglesea street. Perry is said 
to have copied an Amati in the collection 
of the Duke of Leinster. There are good 
examples of his work in the National 
Museum. 


WHAT'S IN A NAME, 


Trust in the general superiority of old 
Italian work can go too far, if it reject 
all later work as notably inferior. Some 
five years ago, at a competition open to 
British violin-makers, the violinist, Albert 
Sammons, played behind a screen a new 
violin by Alfred Vincent against a Strad. 
The audience voted for the modern 
instrument, and Sammons now uses it 
regularly. 

What goes into a violin, apart from 
that craftsmanship which seems so im- 
portant? The back, neck, ribs and bridge 
of a violin are made of sycamore. Pine is 
used for the table, bass-bar, blocks and 
linings. Finger-board, tail Piece and nut 
are made of ebony; so were the pegs till 
rosewood (which resists the tendency to

Perfection of the bow came lone after 
the climax of violin construction. . It was 
due to a Paris maker named Tourte. He 
reversed the bend of the stick, so that it is 
nearest to the hairs in the middle; he 
tapered the stick towards the point, and 
designed it so that the centre of gravity 
would be where the player needs it. He 
discovered the best wood for stick-makine 
and found how to bend the stick slowly in 
a damp heat. He invented also the 
method of fastening the hairs to the nut 
so that they spread properly. 

The wood used for bow-sticks comes from 
South America. Tourte for his experi- 
ments used a Pernambuco wood that is 
employed also in the dyeing industry. It

Pernambuco wood went to five 
shillings a pound, and the experiments 
became costly. Large quantities of wood 
have to be examined for the selection of 
pieces suitable for bow-making. One piece 
may be got in, perhaps, ten tons of wood. 

The hairs, of which there should be 
about 120 in a bow, are horse-hair. 

“ Cat-gut,”” for violin strings, is not 
cats’ gut, but sheeps’ or lambs’. The best 
is that taken from lambs in September. 
After preparation the gut is cut into 
strands which are twisted together—tlree 
or four to a violin first strings, more for 
lower strings—by a ropemaker’s, wheel. 


EPILOGUE. 


Enough of details. It is well, no doubt, 
to be instructed: but may no whit of all 
this information clog the mind while a 
Kreisler draws rapturous strains from his 
instrument or makes sparkling phrases 
dance under his bow—or again, while the 
twenty or thirty violins of the orchestra 
compare their liquid mass tone with the 
stirring brass and pastoral wood-wind. 
Take only the message of beauty from 
the player, while—as a Dublin poet wrote 
two hundred years ago of a performer then 
popular in Ireland— 
“While swift as thought, 
springs, 
Flies o'er the unerring tones, and sweeps the 
sounding strings.”

A BIG ADVANCE. 
PROPOSALS EXPLAINED. 


From OUR AGRiIcuLTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
Returns of the Dublin Corporation Veteri- 
nary Department, compiled from post-mortem 
examination of the carcases, point to the in- 
cidence of bovine tuberculosis being lower in 
the Irish Free State than in portions of Great 
Britain. Only a small percentage of re- 
acting cows give tubercular milk, but every re- 
g' cow is a source of danger. Affected 
cows may show no signs of reese in 
cases apparently normal cows may give tuber- 
cular milk. On the other hand, cows re- 
acting to the tuberculin test have been found 
to give r milk in only a small num- 
ber of cases. 

If the Committee's proposals with regard 
to a grade of milk which must be produced 
by a tubercle-free herd are adopted, a big 
- Fóin. will be made towards stamping out 
tuberculosis in cows. The Committee recom- 
mend that milk producers should be en- 
couraged to do this by the provision of free 
tuberculin testing by the Government until 
their herds are healthy. 

The disposal and replacement of “ reactors ” 
is a difficult problem. An effective method 
would be to slaughter ‘‘reactors,’’ and par- 
tially compensate the owners. This would 
tend to remove one of the causes which 
tend to raise the cost of tubercle-free milk. 

ACCREDITED HERDS. 

Under the “accredited herd’’ system 
operating in America, and which it is pro- 
posed to adopt here, stockowners apply to 
the Government to have their herds cleared 
of tuberculosis. The cows are tested with 
tuberclin, “ reactors”’’ are slaughtered, and 
part compensation is paid. The herd is 
periodically re-tested, and the ‘* reactors,”’ if 
any, h After some time the herd 
is declared free, and can be maintained free, 
provided certain instructions are carried out.

s far as finances permit, the Committee, I 
believe, recommends the adoption of the 
“accredited herd” system, selecting a 
limited number of applicants annually from a 
waitng list. Compensation up to two-thirds 
of the market value of the animal would be 
paid a one central and local authorities, the 
owner bearing the balance. Where this pro- 
cedure cannot be followed, it is suggested that 
Bang’s system, adapted to suit housing and 
other farm conditions, should be put into 
ae at milk producers as voluntarily 
is getting preferntial selection under 

the “ rom sr hr " system. 

The Committee, I understand, also suggest 
that owners should be instructed that the 
rearing of their own heifer calves from 
healthy cows is tke best method of replenish- 
ing their herds. 

AREA ERADICATION. 

It is suggested that in areas where the 
regular movement of cattle is outwards, and 
where restriction would not materially inter- 
fere with ordinary trading, complete eradica- 
tion might be commenced by— 

(1) Testing all cattle in the area. 

(2) Slaughtering reactors. 

(3) Prohibiting the importation of beasts 
that have not passed the tuberculin test. 

Animals that had passed would, of course, 
possess a higher market value than those not 
so hallmarked. 

I believe that the Committee thinks that 
the incidence of bovine tuberculosis could he 
lowered considerably by improvements in 
existing cow-sheds with regard to —light, 
ventilation and keeping them clean. There 
is also need for suitable and generous feeding 
of afl live-stock from birth onwards. 

It is suggested that steps should be taken 
to manufacture tuberculin in the. Free State. 
and that its method of application should 
be subject to the approval of the central 
authority. 

: EXPERIMENTAL WORK.

ev I have occupied the position of 
chief instructor in the tobaceo experiments 
since 1904, I hope you will allow me space to 
place before your readers some Aspects of the 
case which have not been mentioned by any 
of your correspondents, The first thing that 
strikes me is that the conclusions drawn by 
the Minister for Agriculture as to the results 
of the experiments are directly at variance 
with the weight of the evidence given before 
the Special Committee. His statement that 
“a subsidy for tobacco-growing would be a 
complete extravagance and want of perspec- 
tive in the case of the Government which 
would enforce it' clearly reflects the un- 
sympathetic attitude of the ‘‘ watch-dogs of 
the Treasury,” and is amazing in view of the 
industrial policy of the Government, That a 
reduction of the ay oe ord ae product to 
enable it to compete with the imported 
4 ncreased ploy-

taxpayer’ cannot possibly be justified. As 
we are told that the sugar beet industry will 
only be helped for a fimited period, I will 
only mention the fact that the subsidy 
amounts to 24s. per cwt. out of Ws.—the 
market price—but I would like to stress the 
case of the Free State tobacco manufacturers. 
Whereas the duty on unmanufactured 
tobacco imported into the Free State is 8s. 2d. 
per Vb., the following are the duties levied 
on imported manufactured tobacco—cigars, 
15s.

pipe tobacco, 11s. 194d. fer lb.. In order to 
compare it with the case of the tobacco- 
growing industry it is necessary to consider 
the preference in the duty, or “ subsidy, on 
home-manufactured tobacco on an acreable 
basis.» Taking 1,000 lbs. as the probable 
weight produced per acre, the amount of the 
assistance given by the Government to the 
manufacturing industry then works out as 
follows—cigar, £370; cigarette, £220; pipe 
tobacco, £185. The manufacture of tobacco 
is, of course, confined to towns, and gives 
about a quarter of the employment the grow- 
ing does. It is interesting to note that, on a 
similar basis, the preference’ the Governments 
of other countries give their tobacco-growing 
industry is—Australia, £100; Canada, £84; 
England to Empire tobaccos, £100; India, 
£66 ; Nyassaland d Rhodesia, £175; 
U.8.A., wrapper, £437; filler, £75. . 
We do not find the Ministers of Agriculture 
of these countries protesting that such pre- 
ferences in the daty are a complete robbery 
of the taxpayer, nor does the consumer as a 
result of these preferences complain of the 
cheapness of the tobacco he can buy. The

preference in 1919 it was freely sold to E 
and Free State manufacturers at a pri 
proximating to that of American leaf. 

The present difficulty of finding a market 
for irish tobacco is occasioned by—(1) that 
there is only a relatively small amount of 
tobacco for sale and no immediate prospect 
of a further supply, and, therefore, it is not 
worth a manufacturer’s while to start a new 
brand: (2) that Free State manufacturers are 
only offered an inducement of about 10 per 
cent, on the total cost, which includes duty, 
as well as the market price of the leaf; 
(3) the operation of i i i 
England, which has regulted i 
market with cheap Indian and Colonial 
tobaccos produced by native labour ; (4) that, 
owing to the nature of the experiments, a 
large proportion of the leaf was of nondescript 
character and variable quality, which it is 
unreasonable to t manufacturers to 
purchase unless they receive a considerable 
preference in the duty. 

There does not a r to be an insuperable 
difficulty in establishing tobacco-growing on 
a commercial scale and making it an attractive 
proposition to the grower if the Government 
would give effect to the recommendations of 
the Committee as to an increased preference 
in the duty for the higher grades of leaf only. 
This would, I am convinced, secure for it a 
ready sale to Free State manufacturers. If 
the present restrictions were removed, and 
nicotine extracted from the lower grades in 
bond, no appreciable loss of revenue could 
result, and a most useful industry would be 
established in the Saorstat. As the é 
of the higher grades produced won] NA m 
be small for some years, the loss to the 
revenue would be trifling and more than 
compenfated for by the gain to the nation, 
because of the increased employment given 
and the reduction in the price of tobacco’ to 
the consumer. To quote from the Com- 
mittee’s report, “it is obvious that the 
advantage of tobacco-growing cannot be 
accurately translated in terms of cash, but the 
Committee are of opinion that some tem- 
porary loss of State revenue would be justified 
in order to keep alive an industry whieh 
might in the future he particularly useful in 
promoting™-tillage and increasing employ- 
ment, ""—Yours, etc., R. W. Everarp.

made of a piquant situation. No one 
really believes that there was ever any 
danger of armed conflict between the 
North and South, but a new text has been 
provided to lace the worn-out themes 
of the pest. The whole has the 
appearance of unreality, but it is made 
vivid enough by trouble-mongers, and the 
fact that the Six Counties are garrisoned 
by British forces is conveniently forgotten. 
Although the imperial connection is 
always stressed, and pride taken in the 
unity of the province with Great Britain, 
the Unionist leaders constantly picture 
Ulster as fighting a lone battle against 
its nents. . 
Ths diecussion in the Dail has had one 
result. It has shown that President 
Ár Administration has had no evil 
intent with regard to the integrity of 
the North, no matter what the Repub- 
licans’ plans may have been. It is well 
that the air has been cleared; for many 
shadows have been removed and the grow- 
ing confidence in the rectitude of the 
Cosgrave régime has been strengthened. 


PROSPECTS OF SMUGGLING. 


Amidst all the hurly-burly of contend- 
ing parties, it is pleasant :o draw atten- 
tion to the suggestion of a Presbyterian 
minister that there should be more co- 
operation between North and South. In 
many places this idea is becoming more 
and more prevalent, aad it is a hopeful 
sign for closer relationship in the not 
distant future. At the meeting of the 
Londonderry Presbytery during the week- 
end the Rev. W. M. Kennedy, in sub- 
mitting the report on temperance, refe 
to the difficulties of the question, and 
said that under local option the border 
would become a living issue end smuggling 
a widespread and profitable industry. 

That aspect of the problem has been 
commented upon in this column from 
time to time, and its importance as a 
factor in reform cannot be over-estimated. 
It is gradually being recognised that 
disaster would follow any measure which 
would bring the border into unenviable 
prominence, leading to constant friction 
and trouble between the two States. Mr. 
Kennedy foresees these obstacles and has 
the courage to express his opinion. He 
says that the real difficulty in making 
local option operative in Ulster arises 
from the dissimilar licensing laws in the 
contiguous Free State, the 
advisability of trying to bring about a 
common temperance policy for Northern 
and Southern Ireland instead of accen- 
tuating their aloofness. 


THREATENED SHIPWRECK. 


It was on the border question, he 
declared, that the desire for local option, 
in the end of the day, threatened to make 
shipwreck. This idea of closer association 
with the Free State is appealing to all 
thoughtful men, apart from those who 
have an axe to grind. I¢ is felt that the 
border is causing material loss both North 
and South, and business men desire some 
method of working which would benefit 
all sections of the community. At nearly 
every public function, connected with 
trade and commerce in Belfast, the border 
difficulties are deprecated, and it is only

commend. itself to all friends of progress 
and liberty along proper lines. Legisla- 
tive tyranny would disrupt this small 
portion. of Ireland beyond redemption, 
making it profitable chiefly for the boot- 
legger and the shebeener. 


A GAMBLING PROBLEM. 


St. Patrick’s Day in Belfast will be 
Gjstinguished by the opening of the grey- 
hound racing season, and arrangements 
are being made to have it initiated with 

omp and ceremony. The various re- 
igious bodies throughout the province are 
agitating for legislation to prohibit 
gambling at these meetings, but it is very 
unlikely that the Government will inter- 
fere unless action is taken by the 
Imperial Parliament, and then its 
initiative “ step by step ” policy could be 
put into force. There are, however, 
strong supporters of the “ sport ” in the 
Northern House of Commons, who at- 
tempted last year to make this class of 
racing free of amusement tax, and they 
woul restrictive 
measures. 

As suggested in this columm a week 
ago, this subject might be taken up with 
advantage by the local optionists. It is 
declared on all sides that the prevalence 
of gambling is tending towards moral 
decay, and local option as to whether 
betting shoald be permitted at these 
gatherings wonld Mm, find favour 
with the general public. ere would be 
no need to interfere with the races as 
such, and, if the sport could survive 
“without the glamour of chance on the 
odds, no harm would be done. 

The Rev. Thomas McDermott, of Lon- 
donderry, stated the other day that 
betting has become all the more popular 
through greyhound racing, and pointed 
out its injurious effeets on boys who fre- 
quent such places. Only three minutes, 
he said, were spent in actual racing, the 
remamder of the time at these meetings 
being occupied in making and settling 
bets. 

In Belfast there will soon be three rac- 
ing tracks, two being contemplated in 
residential districts, and the inhabitants 
are incensed at the coming invasion. If 
the Government gave a hint as to its in- 
tentions, it might be useful, but it is said 
that there is to be no contentious legisla- 
tion this session.

At a special meeting of the Belfast 
Branch of the British ion, during the 
week-end, Captain T. Robinson stated de- 
finitely that the Prime Minister had 
broken a promise made by him to the 
Special Police, prior to disbandment, that 
they would be granted special facilities to 
proceed to the Dominions, if they so de- 
sired. Two years had since elapsed, said 
Captain Robinson, but nothing had been 
done to assist these men, about 90 per cent. 
of whom were ex-Service men, Then came 
this strange disclosure. He said that he 
bad complained about the matter, and on 
the previous Sunday night an official had 
visited him at his home, and, after a 
couple of hours’ discussion, had informed 
him that, ifany ex-members of the Special 
Constabulary were willing to go to the 
Colonies, the Government would endeavour 
to get them sent out, together with their 
wives and families. .Furthermore, a sug- 
estion to pay their fares would receive 
fovourabie consideration. ! 
Captain Robinson added that, in dis- 
cussing relief measures, the official seemed 
to think that ex-Service men were only 
fit for a pick and shovel ; but, as a matter 
of fact, there were men amung them who 
were just as well educated as the Prime 
Minister himself! During the course of 
the meeting startling statements were 
made, by members regarding actual want 
among ex-Service men who had been 
unable to obtain work for years, and these 
were endorsed by Mr. W. H. Hanna, who

It also transpired that there are four 
hundred legless ex-Service men in Belfast, 
of whom only eleven are nérmanently em- 
ployed and thirty-nine getting casual work, 
while there are a great many armless men, 
all, as one speaker said, “thrown on the 
dust heap.” The inaction of the Govern- 
ment was severely criticised, and it was 
decided that the whole question of unem- 
ployment should be considered at the next 
meeting. 


CORPORATION AFFAIRS. 


A good word for the Corporation was 
said E Councillor Hugh McLaurin, J.P., 
at a meeting of Unionist electors in 
Belfast a few days ago. He expressed the 
opinion that the Council was emerging 
from the deep waters in which it had been 
submerged for some time, and said that 
by the end of the year the Lord Mayor 
would have pulled it out of all its 
difficulties. time would soon come, 
he declared, when they would be able to 
say that Belfast was one of the best 
managed cities in the United Kingdom. 
Certainly no expense is being spared to 
attract men of the highest standing to 
take charge of the more important de- 
partments of the city’s administration. 
Salaries of £2,000 a year are offered for 
two of the principal positions, and it is 
hoped that the men appointed will re- 
organise their systems on a basis which 
will secure both efficiency and economy. 
Confidence is gradually being restored, 
and it is expected that the operations of 
the “Big Six” will result in reforms 
which should effect considerable savings. 

The announcement that Sir Robert 
Meyer intends to resign from the office of 
Town Clerk has caused a good deal of 
surprise, tinged with regret, and his many 
friends wish him every happiness in his 
retirement. A most valued official, 
courteous and considerate, Sir Robert has 
held his position since 1909 with credit to 
himself and distinction to the Council. 
He has been in the service of the Corpora- 
tion for well over half a century, and in 
1024 he was elected an honorary burgess 
of the city “in recognition of his com- 
pletion of fifty years in the employment 
of the Corporation, and fee. valuable 
services rendered by him during that 
period in the promotion of measures 
having for their object the advancement 
of the city and the betterment of the 
condition of the people.” Sir Robert is 
still hale and hearty, and carries his 
seventy years with the buoyancy of perfect 
health and a vigorous physique.

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TOO .MANY HOSPITALS? 


HOW CLARE ESTIMATE WAS 


“ CUT.” 


ENNIS, Monday. 
The estimate of the Clare Board of Health 
ial year bas again been 
under consideration. In the first instance it 
stood at £74,456, which showed an increase 
of £7,456 ower the gross estimate for the 
preceding year. It was referred to a Joint 
Committee of the County Council and of the 
Board of Health. This Committee declined 
to take responsibility for recommending its 
Typ ta Mr. Frank Barrett declaring that, 
if the Council passed it without amendment, 
it would be equivalent to *‘donning the black 
cap and passing a terrible sentence on the 
ratepayers.” 
estimate has now been reconsidered 
by the Board of Health, which has reduced 
it to £70,000, and made a series of recom- 
mendations to the County Council with the 
view of ensuring economies in administration, 
These include :— 
(1) The transfer of the harmless lunaties 
from the County Home to the derelict work- 
honse at Ballyvaughan; 
(2) The transfer oí the advanced tuber- 
culosis cases from the County Home to a suit- 
able sanatorium : 
(3) The abolition of the County Nursery at 
Kilrush, the boarding-out of some ninety chil 
dren at present there, and the transfer of the 
unmarried mothers to the County Home; 
(4) The abolition of the district hospitals at 
Scariff and Ennistymon, and the establish- 
ment instead of cottage hospitals in those 
places, in which the required medical attend- 
ance will be given by the local dispensary 
doctors ; 
(5) Permission to be accorded to outside 
medical practitioners to visit and treat their 


own patients in the County Hospital in com 
sultation with the County Surgeon. 

The Board of Health has declined to pur- 
chase Edenvale House for use as a sanatorigm 
for incipient and advanced cases. Mr, R. J. 
Stacpoole, the owner, demanded £4,000 as his 
lowest price for this house, and refused to 
consider any lower offer. ‘The Board now has 
directed its engineer to examine and report 
on the ruins of the workhouse at Kildvsart, 
with the view tosetting upa sanatorium there. 
The existing sanatorium at Baljlyalla, near 
Ennis, is a wooden structure of the chalet, 
type, and the accommedation there is in- 
sufficient.

evening by crashing into the Solent just 
before an attempt to break the world’s 
flying record.

He had 
circled the aerodrome once, when, just as 
he appeared. to be entering the marked 
course his machine nose-dived, and shot 
like a shell from a gun into the Solent.

ONLY A FEW SPLINTERS. 

Motor launches-and coastal motor boats 
from Portsmouth raced across the water 
and were jomed by tugs in a frantic 
search for any trace of Kinkead or his 
machine. But the waters had closed over 
him, leaving’ nothing but a few splinters 
of wood floating on the surface. In the 
rapidly gathering mist they endeavoured 
to locate the machine, but without success. 

The seaplane was lying at the bottom 
of the Solent forty feet down. Captain 
H. C. Baird, a former winner of the 
Schneider Cup for Britain, and a close 
friend of “‘ Kink,” as he was affectionately 
known among his colleagues, was one of 
those who saw the tragedy. He was 
almost too overcome to speak. ‘‘ Poor old 
‘Kink.’ It is just: terrible,” he said;

“ GHANGED HIS MIND.” 


Among those who had assembled to see 
the flight, which was expected to reach 
over three hundred miles an hour, were 
the French, Italian and Japanese Air 
Attachés.

AIR LINERS TO MEET 
ATLANTIC SHIPS. 


FLIGHT DEVELOPMENT 
IN FREE STATE,

A flying boat service from the West of 
Treland connecting trans-Atlantic liners 
with English and.continental ports is at 
present under consideration by the Free 
State authorities. 

During the past few weeks several re- 
presentatives of German shipping interests 
and - aviation experts visited Galway, 
where they spent some time investigating 
the possibilities of the port. 

Considerable interest has been aroused 
by a statement published yesterday by 
Brigadier-General P.. R. Groves, 
Secretary-General of the Air League ol 
thé British Empire, who said :— 

‘‘ Schemes are on foot for expediting ocean 
mails,, in which the United States, Germany 
and France are all interested keenly at the 
moment. It is: this opportunity which 
Germany is seizing to make a determined 
atempt to obtain an aerial footing in Ireland. 

“The scheme revealed here for the first 
time is for giant all-metal German airboats 
of a new type to meet incoming liners off 
the West coast of Ireland, and fly in with 
urgent mails to Irish porte; ‘also for a regular 
service of German flying boats to ply to and 
fro across the Irish Sea between Ireland and 
England. Not only have German air interests, 
strongly supported by German shipping firms, 
offered to run a flying boat route between 
Ireland and England, but they have promiséd 
also to supply a financial subsidy to help the 
institution of the route.” le a 


IRELAND'S ADVANTAGES. 


General Groves’ statement; coming from 
such an authoritative source, confirms the 
infcrmation received from another source. 
Great secrecy is’ being maintained, how- 
ever, and neither corroboration nor denial 
could be obtained in Trish official ditcles. ' 

The suitability of Ireland for such a 
project has been frequently admitted by 
experts in aerial navigation, one of whom 
described it as “the hub of the universe ”’ 
in coming aerial development. ‘Situated 
as it is, the Westernmost point of Europe, 
and possessing ideal-harbourage for flying 
boats and excellent landing grounds for 
aeroplanes, it has not yet taken its right- 
ful place in the scheme of aerial develop- 
ment. 


SIR ALAN GOBHAM’S VIEWS. 


Sir Alan Cobham, when lecturing in 
Dublin Jast summer, spoke enthusiastically 
in favour of a flying boat service between 
Europe and trans-Atlantic: liners at 
Queenstown. Such a service would cater 
for mails and passengers, and it was his 
opinion that the near future would see 
such a scheme in operation. 

When Sir Sefton. Brancker, Director of 
Civil Aviation in England, and the Master 
of Semphill were in Dublin last year, they 
also spoke of the future that lay before 
Ireland in aerial development. 


NEW GERMAN AIRCRAFT. 


The Germans, ever to the fore in seizing 
opportunities, have inaugurated a number 
of yearly calls at the port of Galway by 
some of their trans-Atlantic liners. 

A very large German flying boat, cap- 
able: of carrying twenty passengers and 
baggage, has been undergoing trials in 
Germany for some time past. Various 
suggestions have been made as to the 
ultimate purpose of this type of aircraft, 
and one is that it will pe used to try-out 
with a test the possibilinies of the scheme

CHALLENGE TO 
WOMEN WRITERS. 


LORD BIRKENHEAD’S VIEW 


Lord Birkenhead made a challenge to 
women writers last night when responding 
to the toast of his health at a dinner of 
the Authors’ Club. 

Recognising that there had always. been 
more women than men in the world, he 
said that it was a very remarkable thing 
how few women im the whole history of 
the world had ever attained to great 
literary distinction. 

“What I wish to do is to make it 
quite plain that, if you take the last three 
hundred years of European life, women 
authors have not held their own with 
male authors during that period. 

“It was surprising,’ he added, “ that 
there should be so few women poets, 
because women were less materia] than 
men, and because things spiritual and 
beautiful appealed to them more than to 
men.

THE TASK. 


The task before the State, the com- 
mittee says, is the production of clean 
milk, ‘not the cleansing: of dirty milk. It 
condemns the carelessness of the dairy- 
men who expose milk to the air when 
réplenishing cans, and the carelessness of 
the housewife who leaves her milk jug 
uncovered at the halldoor. 

In county boroughs and urban districts 
milk vendors and their premises should 
be licensed by the local sanitary 
authorities, and any person who is con- 
victed on three octasions of selling dirty 
milk shoald be put out of business. 

The revision of the Dairies, Cow Sheds 
and Milk Shops regulations of 1908 is 
suggested. Special attention should be 
paid to the grooming of cows, the use of 
sterilised vessels. the cleanliness and light- 
ing of cow sheds. and ‘the cleanliness of 
the. milkers. Help should be given. to 
dairvmen under the Agricultural Credits 
Act when the reconstruction of cow sheds 


is necessary. 
: TWO GRADES. 
he 


There should be two grades of milk— 
Grade A (tuberculin tested)}—Milk from 
cows that have passed a tuberculin test 
and veterinary examination. This milk 
should not have a bacterial count of more 
than 100,000 organisms per c.c., nor any 
coliform organisms in O.I. c.c. The milk 
in this grade should be bottled on the 
farm or before distribution, and the plant 
should be controlled and certified by the 
Local Government Department. The milk 
should not be subjected to any heating 
process. . 
Grade A—Milk that has not a bacterial 
count of more than 200,000 organisms per 
c.c. The cows must be inspected by 
veterinary surgeons every three months. 
The committee suggests that the sale of 
the pasteurised milk shculd be prohibited 
unless the pasteurisation is carried out in 
accordance with conditions prescribed by 
the Ministry of Local Government. 
The bottling ot milk should be confined 
to registered premises. 
An:extension of the powers of medical 
officets is recommended; and the com- 
mittee points to the need of a campaign 
to impress upon the public the importance 
of a pute milk supply. 


PERJURY IN THE 
FREE. STATE. 


JUDGE’S STRONG 
DENUNCIATION, 

“The crime of perjury is most serious. 
It strikes at the very root of our judicial 
administration. If people act like you— 
make a statement to the police concerning 
a crime and then come and deny it—then 
it will be impossible to administer justice 
in this country. It is a sad thing, but it 
has.to be recognised that perjury is most 
rife; and is taking place in the court day 
after day with a frequency that is really 
awful.”’ 

These were the words used by Mr. 
Justice O’ Byrne, in the Central Criminal 
Court, Dublin, yesterday, when he 
sentenced Ferrigal McGee, a young man 
of. the farming class, from County 
Donegal, to five years’ penal servitude for 
having committed perjury in that court 
on the 7th inst. during the hearing of a 
charge of murder brought against Frank 
O'Donnell, and in which he wag called as a 
witness for the State. 


MURDER TRIAL ACQUITTAL. 


Mr. W. Carrigan, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. Dudley White, K.C. (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor), described the 
case as a very important one. The murder 
of Gallagher was horrible and cold- 
blooded—he was shot down by a masked 
man on his kitchen floor, in the presence 
of his wife and little children. The Guards, 
when investigating the crime, took a state- 
ment of evidence from the atcused man, 
which he signed in the presence of two 
sergeants after it had been read over to 
him. When called as a witness at the 
trial of O'Donnell, the accused man swore 
that the statement attributed to him was a 
fabrication, and that he had never made 
any such statement. 

That should not, said counsel, surprise 
the jury, because during the short time 
that that Court had been sitting there 
had been flagrent instances of perjury 
That case was brought as an example and 
4 warning. 

The accused man was arrested as soon 
as he left the witness chair, and was re- 
turned for trial on the charge of perjury 
within a week from the date on which he 
was alleged to have committed perjury, 
and defeated justice by cloaking, as far as 
he could, a horrible crime. There was no 
evidence to go to the jury and O'Donnell 
was acquitted. 


PARALYSING THE LAW. 


The murder of John Gallagher was one 
of the. most shocking crimes in the 
category of crimes which had been com- 
mitted in this country, and which would 
go unpunished. 

The law would be paralysed, and there 
would be no use any longer in having 
courts for trial of prisoners if, when a 
man was brought to trial, the law was 
defeated by a principal witness withdraw- 
ing his evidence. 

Sergeant Thomas Stratiord gave evidence 
that the statement now produced was 
made by the accused man, and signed by 
him in the presence of Sergeant Robinson 
and the witness on January 15th, 1926. 

The accused man, replying to the Court, 
said that he could. ueither read nor write. 

Sergeant Robinson gave evidence of 
having seen the accused man sign his 
name on ten occasions.

The police ordered al] persons to leave 
houses. near the mountain, which is sur- 
roundéd. by the city on three sides: This 
was a fortunate precaution as a second 
landslide occurred to-day on the opposite 
side of the mountain, but nobody was 
injured. ' 

The whole city ís co-operating in ‘the 
work of rescue, and many shops were 
closed in order to enable the staffs to play 
their part. One woman was. taken. out of 
“the débris yesterday “in. a badly: injured 
condition, after being: buried for twenty- 
four hours beside the lifeless body of ber 
husband. A ‘citizen of Santos, who 
returned to the city after an absence of 
three days, found that his house had 
collapsed and his eight children were dead.

CLERGYMAN'S VISIT TO 
WOODPARK LODGE. 


The Rev. John Hurley, C.C., in reply to 
Mr. Bewley, K.C., said that he was stationed 
at, Rathgar. On the evening of January 28 
he got a telephone call about 7.15 and went to 
Woodpark Lodge. When he went into the 
kitchen he saw a man lying on the floor. He 
appeared to be unconscious and did not say 
anything. He did not see any part of a 
cigarette in the man’s mouth. : 

To Mr, O’Connor—He did not remember if 
there was water on the floor. 

The Chairman—Did you see any women 
there?— As far as I1- remember there was a 
woman at the door at the end of the hall. 

The next witness was Patrick Redican, a 

brother to James and Thomas Redican, who 
said that he was employed in Byrne's, 
Ranelagh. . Witness left his work at about 
9 p.m. and got home about a quarter-past 
nine. 
Cross-examined by Mr. O’Connor, he said 
that he had heard talk. about his brother 
coming home from the Curragh, but he could 
not say whether it was that Saturday or a 
previous day. Witness, in answer to further 
questions, said that he went to bed shortly 
after 10 o'clock. The other members of the 
family were in the house, but his brother-in- 
law was not there. 

Did he come in before you went to bed — 
1 could not say. 

THE OATH ADMINISTERED. 

The question was repeated, when the Chair- 
man remarked—Remember, we have power to 
commit a witness for contempt 
Administer the oath to him again. 

Witness having again taken the oath, the 
Chairman said—You were asked whether vou 
knew if your brother-in-law came in before 
vou went to bed. Why did you not answer ’—

Further questioned as to who told him 
abont the shooting and what was said, he 
replied that his mother told him there had 
been shooting outside, and that his brother-in- 
law had been attacked and that a man had 
been wounded. 


_ A POOL OF BLOOD. 

Replying to Mr. Maguire, he said that when 
he came home he noticed something unusual, 
and he asked what was wrong, and his mother 
told him. He did not hear of a pool of blood 
being at. the seat on the opposite side of the 
lodge. He saw it in the Sunday newspaper. 

Mr. Maguire—Did you read: pool of 
blood marked the place where Coughlan 
fell ”?—I did not read the account ‘down 
go far. 

Chairman—Did you read your brother's 
evidence, given last Friday ’—Yes. 

Well, if you can remember it, you ought 
to be able to answer Mr. Maguire. 

Replying further to Mr. Maguire, the 
witness said that he did not hear any of the 
members of the family speak of a pool of 
blood near the seat. The first time he was 
asked to make a statement was on last 
Friday. He made the statement to a detec- 
tive officer. 


LYING ON KITCHEN FLOOR. 

Guareé M. Brennan, Rathmines, said that 
on the Saturday he was on beat duty from 
2 p.m. to 7 p.m. He came up Upper Rath- 
mines Toad, and the driver of a tramear 
asked him if he had heard any shots, and 
witness said “‘ No.” He retraced his steps 
towards Dartry, and met Private Thomas 
Redican, who said that his brother-in-law 
had been attacked. When witness arrived 
at Wood Park he found the wounded man 
lying, apparently unconscious, on the kitchen 
floor. In reply to witness’s question as to 
what had happened, Harling described how 
he had been attacked, and how they found 
the wounded man on the path ontside. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lynn, the witness 
said that the district was quiet at that hour 
on a Saturday; but he heard no shots. After 
reaching Wood Park witness asked Harling 
if he had a card as a detective, and Harling 
replied that it was in the office. He con- 
vinced witness that he was a detective officer. 
Witness would have had the wounded man 
removed to hospital but for the fact that 
Harling said he could not be removed until 
Superintendent Ennis arrived. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Maguire, the 
witness said that Harling left him under the 
impression that it was his shot which killed 
the man. Questioned as to the alleged blood 
near-the seat, witness said that he had 
passed the seat several times early on the 
Sunday morning, but he did not see any

FREE STATE FARMERS’ 
DIFFICULTIES.

Mr. C. F. McLoughlin, General Secretary 
of the [vish Farmers’ Union, speaking at the 
annual meeting of the County Meath Associa- 
tion of the Irish Farmers’ Union, which was 
held in Navan yesterday, said that they 
should face the economic realities. The first 
was that agriculture was the mainstay of the 
country. e saw recently in one of the 
Dublin papers that those engaged in agy'- 
culture were not producing enough. = It 
seemed to him that that conclusion was not 
warranted by the circumstances. - People 
sometimes forgot the fact that there was a 
limit to the productivity of land, and carry- 
ing it beyond that limit meant that the value 
of the land decreased. The argument of the 
j newspaper was in favour of increased tillage. 
His conclusion was that if more tillage paid, 
the farmer would be only too anxious to take 
it up. There ought to be less interfereé.r2o 
with the farmer. That was the first economic 
reality. There was another: the style and 
standard of present-day life. He did not 
think that people were prepared to go back 
to the conditions of the stage coach days. 
The tendency rather was to spread the 1m- 
proved efforts, more with an effort to main- 
tain them at reduced cost. 

TRANSPORT. 

There was a saying that transportation was 
civilisation, They could reverse that and 
say that civilisation was transportation. Com- 
munication had developed so much, he 
pointed out, that countries which a few years 
ago were some weeks and months remote 
from their markets were now within a few 
days’ reach. It was necessary for them to 
maintain their trade with the rest of the 
world. What had they to sell? Only one 
thing—the produce of the land. 

National taxation had increased, as com- 
pared with pre-war days, 190 per cent. Local 
rates had gone up 100 per cent and labour 
150 per cent., and transport charges another 
100 per cent. Yet the increase to the 
farmer is only 10 to ó0 per cent., 
while the cost of production had gone 
up 100 per cent. Could farmers continue 
under that state of things. He was told by 
representative farmers that they could not 
continue to do it; that sooner or later a halt 
must be called. They could only alter that 
condition in one way, by organising them- 
selves. Taxation must come down still more 
if the farmer was to carry on. He said that, 
irrespective of any party that happened to be 
in power. 

FREIGHT CHARGES. 

He went on to deal with the transport.

for the farmers by the railway companies. 
The companies had realised now that if they 
and the farmers were to continue, an essential 
reduction in freight charges was necessary.

The Recorder of Belfast (Judge Thompson) 


4 yesterday afternoon delivered judgment in the 


action brought by Dr. William Calwell, of 
100 York street, against the Belfast Corpora- 
tion, to recover £5,000 in respect of injuries 
to his eve, caused through being struck with 
a stone thrown from a crowd after the recent 
municipal election in Dock Ward. 

The Recorder reviewed the evidence, which 
revealed that a crowd came down from Nile 
street, and also a crowd from Great George's 
street, and that there was a good seal of 
stone-throwing. At the time there was con- 
siderable excitement, and it was stated in 
the hearing of the case that Dr. Calwel] had 
incurred some unpopularity with some class 
ot people. 

He gathered that this was: not so mach for 
any part the doctor took in the election as 
because of some political views which he was 
supposed to hold. The doctor had said that 
he was chee od threatened, and he had 
told the rt that it was hecause of his un- 
need that he had sustained the injury 
or which he sought compensation. 

The Recorder had no dovbt that the in- 
juries sustained by the plaintiff arose out of 
an unlawful assembly within the meaning cf 
the section of the 1920 Act referred to in the 
hearing of the case, and said that, that being 
go, the question was only one of damages 
to which the applicant was entitled. Un- 
doubtedly at first the injury threatened to 
be serious for one of the medical profession, 
as for some time he was completely blind in 
the eye, but they had evidence that the 
treatment™had alleviated the condition, dnd 
that with proper glasses the applicant would 
be able to do most of his work.

PROBLEM OF THE TWO 
BLANK DAYS. 

— 


“The first, foremost and fundamental 
change is to have Decémber ólst as a 
‘blank’ day. called ‘year’ day or any 
other suitable name. 
called by any of the week-days. The 
reason for this is that there are 565 days 
in the year—that is, fifty-two weeks of 
‘seven days each and an odd day.” — 
The above view was expressed by Mr. 
E. Keith Eason at yesterday's meeting of 
the Dublin Rotary Club in Clerys 
Restaurant. when he discussed the ques- 
tion of the proposed reform in the 
calendar. i 
From a commercial and international 
point of view, Mr. Kason 'said. the varia- 
tions in the nomenclature of the days 
were becoming unbearable; it was un- 
scientific, and there was no reason why 
it should not be changed. 

A DANGEROUS INSTRUMENT. 
Proceeding, he said :—‘' The truth is that 
the calendar has become such a dangerous 
instrument in these days of international in- 
iercourse that it is utterly incapable of bear- 
ing the burdens that are put upon it. in its 
present form. In this matter | am not a 
Radical, but a Conservative of the Conserva- 
‘tives. If no repairs are made then within 
a few years the present calender will be as 
dead as a.doornail, because the insistent de- 
mands of modern industry have temporarily 
erected a necessary scafiolding of thirteen 
months which threatens to become permanent, 
because the present calendar cannot bear the 
weight of international statistics. 

‘*T am here to defend. the traditional style 
of the calendar,’’ continued Mr. Eason, “and 
io save it from complete and early overthrow 
bv the ruthless mechanism of materialism. 
The changes which are necesasry to save it, 
to make it a serviceable instrument for 
scientific and industrial statistics, are very 
few, bnt they are changes, and many people 
are so apathetic and so dull that they can- 
not realise the changes that have taken place 
in the course of the years, and will only 
notice the change when the familiar calendar 
is gone for ever. But I see no reason why 
the temporary ugly scaffolding of thirteen 
months, which is at present in use in matiy 
places, should become the permanent calendar 
of to-morrow. 

FIGURES AND FACTS. 
“In the former days of small and one 
man” business, figures were the check ‘upon 
direct Knowledge of the details of work done. 
Figures were only one form in which the 
facts came to the consciousness of the con- 
troller of the business. Nowadays, when 
dealing with. statistics gleaned from many 
sources, the director, or controller, or editor. 
or interpreter of figures has the figures be- 
fore him as the.sole facts on which his action 
Is gomg to be taken. He has not, end 
cannit, have any complete knowledge cf the 
details of work or service of which “the 
figures are a mathematical “ record. Con- 
sequently, it is essential that these figures 
shall not only be accurate in themselves, but 
that thev shall, at once, convey an accurate 
impression. In the state of our calendar at 
present, these two things are not the same. 
rhe figures may be, and usually are, per 
fectly accurate, but the immediate deduc- 
tion may be, and often is, dangerously in- 
accurate. 

TRADE STATISTICS. 
“Do business men read and act on the 
mouthiy statistics and diagrams of trade and 
banking which are published through the 
Press from time to time’? Presumably they 
do, or else the statistics would hardly be so 
published. Before _ jumping. .to conclusions 
regarding the business condition revealed by 
those figures, do the readers make the adjust- 
ment which the present. calendar demands— 
at any rate, in those cases where they have 
a sufhéient knowledge te do so? 
“ For example, statistics for the month of 
July, 1927, if compared with statistics for 
the month of July, 1926, other. things being 
equal, should show a decrease of 4 per cent., 
because July, 1927, had twenty-six working 
days, while July, 1926, had twenty-seven 


“RF ERENT goNDITioNs. 
“ Again, the working days may be identical] 


as far as, number goes, but not:in kind. For 
example, June, 1937, hid five Thursdays, 
whereas June, 1926, had five Tuesdays. It 
Is quite conceivable that the conditions en a 
Thursday are very different from the condi- 
tions on a Tuesday. 

“Again, many . business - houses, knowing 
the difficulty of a correct interpretation = of 
monthly: figures, fall back-on the quarter as 
a basis. But even here the present calendar 
is unreliable. Do not be misled on this 
matter. Lhe periods which we compare are 
corresponding periods of two years, and not 
equal periods of the same year, which have 
very little sigmfcance., ; 


COMPARISONS. 
“If we compate the quarters of 1927 with 
those of 1926. we find that in number of days 
they agree, but on closer examination we 
‘see that there were only twelve Fridays in 
the first quarter of 1927, whereas there were 
only twelve Thursdays in 1926. This citcam. 
stance, caused purcly by the irregularity of 
the present calendar and in no way affecting 
the actual business, may have an effect equal 
to as much as 8 per cent. on the compara- 
tive figures. Well, an 8. per cent. rise or 
fall may not. be negligible if we are so 
careless as to take the figures as they stand. 
The figures may be perfectly correct, and yet 
the impression given by them may be quite 
misleading. 
| DECEMBER 31. 

“Once we have given to December 31 a 
new name, then every one of these irvegulari- 
ties would at once cease. We do not need 
the thirteen months or even the small further 
adjustments which I recommend for other 
reasons. 

“The first, foremost and fundamental 
change is to have December 31 as a ‘ blank ’ 
day, called ‘ Year’ day or any other suitable 
name other than ‘the present days of 
the week. It shall not be called by any 
week day named. The reason for this is 
that there are 365 days in the year—that. is 
fifty-two weeks of seven days each and an 
odd day. If the odd day be given another 
and special name, then whatever day the 1st 
January is, it will always remain the same 
and so on for all the other dates of the year. 
Realise that this is not dropping a day from. 
or adding a day to, or making any alieration 
whatever in the astronomical year. The year 
will still have 365 days. The change is onlv 
one of nomenclature. At present the nomen- 
clature of the odd day changes every year. 
and, with its change, changes the nomencla- 
ture of every day of the following year, 


LEAP YEARS. 

““Once we fix the name of this 365th dav 
by taking from it a week-day name and 
giving it any other name, then we have got 
a fixed calendar; and that is all there is to 
be done. In Leap Year the 366th day is 
similarly treated as a blank day. i 
“Let me assume that the: 365th dav. 
December 31, has been accepted as the day 
which is to be given the new nomenclature. 
We are then left with fifty-two ordinary 
weeks of seven days each. In the existing 
calendar these weeks are unequally distri- 
buted over twelve months. Some persons 
advocate having thirteen months of four 
weeks each, making all the months exactly 
identical; but it is equally possible, and. in 
my view, far more desirable, to divide the 
fifty-twgy weeks into four similar quarters of 
thirteen weeks each, which can bé done with- 
out any revolutionary change in the present 
style of the calendar. By simply dropping 
March 531 and August 31 and adding them 
to February, and by dropping May 31 and 
adding it to April we get a calendar in which 
each of the quarters is perfectly similar to 
each other’ and in which each month has 
twenty-six working days, if we start the year 
with January Ist as a Sunday, our next 
opportunity for this being 1933.”’ 


THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 

In conclusion, Mr, Eason suggested, if his 

hearers agreed with him, that they should 
get the Chamber of Commerce, and similar 
bodies to move in the matter, and to urge 
upon the proper Government department 
their duty in the matter.

Gordon) said 
that the discussion had brought out their 
conservative instincts. They forgot that «i 
late years the time of day had been changed 
twice. a year, but nothing wrong happened, 
excepl that those who played golf had an 
hour ‘longer in the evening’ to play. .There 
was a great deal to be said for. the proposed 
reform !

THE CATTLE TRADE

The Irish Free State Department of 
Agriculture, reporting on the agricultura! 
conditions in the Free State on March 7, 
states that the wet and stormy weather 
conditions which prevailed in Janmary 
continued up ‘to the third week of 
February, and, owing to the sodden state 
of the Jand, field operations were carried 
on under difficulties. From February 18th 
to the end of the month an improvement 
in the weather was general throughout the 
country, and during this ‘fine spell’ con- 
siderable progress was made with the 
ploughing’ of lea and stubble, but. tls 
work was still backward for the time of 
the year. In some places sowings of wheat 
and, in a few instances, of oats were made ; 
and potato planting was commenced in 


the earlier districts. 
FODDER SUPPLIES. 


Owing to their sodden condition during the 
past few. months, pastures afforded little keep 
for stock. and outlving animals required 
liberal feeditvg with hay and straw. ‘The 
drain on fodder and roots was heavier than 
usual. but the quantity of these foods ayail- 
able in the country is regarded as being 
ample for the remainder of the winter, though 
in some instances farmers have had to pur- 
chase additional food supplies. The bulk of 
the mangel crop is still available, and farmers 
made more use of beet pulp where there 1s a 
shortage of roots. Oats and potatoes were 
freely fed to live stock, and a substantial 
proportion of the home-grown gram reserved 
for feeding has now heen consumed, Pur- 
chases of imported. foods have been up’ to 
about the usual average, but the high cost 
of these has tended towards. économy In their 


use. . 
SUPPLIES ANO PRICES OF GRAIN. 
Limited quantities only of grain were ón 
offer: by farmers at focal markets. The grain 
consisted mainly of oats, which appreciated 
still further in value during the month. White 
oats. for . feeding purposes usually realised 
14s. 6d. to 16s. and occasionally up to 17s. 6d: 
er bartel. Black oats sold at 15s. 6d. to 15s: 
he trade in seed corn had not fully opened, 
but priees current for white varieties of home- 
grown Gats were 18s. to 22s. and in some 
instances 24s. per barrel, and for black oats 
17s. to 20s. . Seed barley was on offer at. 25s. 
and 26s. per'-barrel. Prices for seed wheat 
were variable, ranging from 30s. to 40s. and 

over per barrel. . 

POTATOES FOR STOCK-FEEDING. 
In view of the heavy potato crop and com- 

paratively high prices of other feeding stuffs, 

potatoes have been fed more freely than usual 
to stock, particularly to pigs. Considerable 
quantities, however, remain on hands. The 
bulk of the. tubers are keeping well, and 
complaints of rotting are few. Markets have 
heen fully supplied, and. while prices showed 
only a slight advance, the demand has been 
fairly regular. Prices were usually 3s, 6d. to 
4s. 6d. and at some centres up to 5s. 6d. per 
ewt, In Co. Donegal the demand for shipping 
was steady, and prices for ware during the 
month were from £3 to £35 7s. 6d. per ton, 
and for seed potatoes £4 to £5 per ton. 

Shipping prices in Co. Louth were from £3 to 

£3 5s. and occasionally £3 10s. per ton. In 

Co. Mayo Kerr's Pink purchased for ship- 

ment returned £5 5s. per ton. For a few 

cargoes: shipped from Co. Wexford £3 to 
£5 10s. per ton was paid. Some potatoes 
exported from Co. Cork made £3 per ton, 
£4 per ton being paid for King Edwards. 

Certified seed potatoes of the early varieties 

have heen selling at relatively higher prices 

than those quoted, but the market for ‘seed

FURTHER IMPROVEMENT IN 
FEBRUARY. 

The upward trend of British trade is again 
emphasised in the Board of Trade returns for 
February. The figures are:—Imports; 
£98 848,574; exports, £57,236,148: exports of 
imported merchandise, £11,064,889. The im- 
ports show a reduction of £1,540,851 on 
January and the exports a reduction of 
£2,506,585. It was to be expected that the 
overseas trade, with two fewer working davs 
in February than in January, would 1 Bes a 
reduction as compared with. the first. month. 
That reduction is less than two days’ turnover, 
thus showing improved trade. Further, last 
month, allowing for its additional day, showed 
substantial increases over February, 1927. 
hoth in »mports and British exports. Britain 
has imported nearly £5,000,000 less than she 
did in February last vear. About 41 millions 
mote of British goods have also been exported 
than in February, 1927. : 

Exports are up more than 8} millions in the 
two months of this year as compared with 
eanuary-February, 1927. fhe increases in 
exports show a gain in the cotton, woollen. 
and iron and steel trades, with an appreciable 
advance in the textile industry generally. 
There is also an increase in manufacture of 
vehicles, which include locomotives, ships and 
aircraft.

A good demand for fibre was experienced 
throughout the month. Prices in County 
Donegal were from 13s. 9d. to 17s. 6d. per 
stone, according to quality. In” County 
Monaghan, where markets are now over. 
prices ranged from 14s. to 17s. per stone. 
Scutching was nearly completed in County 
Cavan; the yield was up to average. and 
the quality fair to good. Prices averaged 
16s. per stone for fibre, and for rough tow 
8s. 6d. to 10s. per cwt. was paid. In 
County Mayo scutching had: fimished:. the 
yield and quality of the fibre were satis 
factory, and prices ranged from 13s.
